ing a  program  that  lime  and  again  means  the  difference 
betweenjieath  and  lile. 

For  the  past  decade  Mrs.  Honore,  the  mother  of  a 
Princeton  High  School  junior  and  a  Glassboro  State 
College  sophomore,  has  been  the  link  between  "patient 
needs"  and  the  willingness  and  capacity  of  volunteer 
donors  to  supply  blood  "without  demand  for  replace- 
ment, without  question  of  dollar-payment."  This  has 
meant  for  Mrs.  Honore  until  recent  months,  and  with 
only  occasional  relief  from  Red  Cross  associates,  cov- 
erage 24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week.  This  past 
month,  for  instance,  within  the  space  of  24  hours,  the 
Red  Cross  had  to  locate  and  schedule  47  donors  and 
over  a  weekend  "found"  26  pints  of  blood  for  two 
emergency  operations!
